.oks be officially suppressed? Why should those who sit on the censorship boards of 
day play parents to the general public? Is it not up to parents to make it known 
uldren what literature is satisfactory, and to make such reading material available - 
he value of good literature should be taught at an early age by the parents and shn: 
! reinforced by the school. 

In the twentieth century we should be capable of forming our own opinions 
It how can we when they are formed for us by a board consisting of clergymen, 
tsinessmen and government officials. Who are they to set themselves up as judges 
r the rest of us? People who are unstable enough to take a book as absolute 
ithority are indeed those who need assistance, but we are not all in that category 
; should have enough judgment to weigh the value of what we read.
